It Was on the Latter's Suggestion

GOLD STATE CONVENTION POSSIBLE.

Hill's Attitude Now a Matter of Practical
Certainty.Will Go Carefully on In¬

dorsement.Why Gorman
Is Cautous.

Normandle-by-the-Sea, N. J., Aug. 5..
Senator David Bennett Hill gave a dinner
party here to-night in honor of Senator
James K. Jones, of Arkansas, chairman of
the Democratic National Committee.
The other guests were Chairman James

H. Hinkley, of the New York State Com¬
mittee; John Stanchfield, the Democratic
leader of the Assembly, and prospective
candidate for Governor; Lawrence Gardl-
nor, secretary of the Democratic National
Committee, and General Earle.
Senator Gorman had been expected, but

after having a conversation by telephone
with Senator Murphy, at Long Branch, he
decided to remayj at his Maryland home
until after Senators Jones and Iiill had
come to an understanding.
The Hill dinner to-night may be as highly

significant and important to the political
i\ orld as was the famous Victoria Hotel
dinner, which Grover Cleveland gave for
feenator Murphy, ex-Lleutenant-Governor
Sheehan and Richard Croker. Not the
least significant of the whole thing is that
Stanchfield, who undoubtedly will be the
Democratic candidate for Governor, and
who long ago declared through the Journal
or the national ticket (though not for the
platform), took part in the conference be¬
tween Jones, Hinkley, Hill and Gardiner.
Chairman Jones arrived here from New

York at 6 o'clock this evening. He and
Mr. Gardiner came upon the invitation of
Senator Hill, extended through Mr. Hink¬
ley.

Bore « Letter from Gorman,
Secretary Gardiner came early this morn¬

ing with a personal letter from Senator
Gorman. The Maryland Senator told Sen-

- .A good one, tot Chairman Hink¬
ley went immediately to New York with
Mr. Gardiner to extend the invitation to
the chairman of the National Committee.
Mr. Gardiner also left a bulky document
with Hill, which, It is said, was a draft
of the speech that Mr. Bryan will deliver

<r at the notification -meeting at Madison
Square Garden.
While Hinkley was In New York, Mr.

Stanchfield arrived and was in earnest con¬
versation with Senator Hill for about
three hours. In the meantime rooms were

being fitted up for Senator Jones adjoining
those of Senator Hill in General Earle's
private cottage, which faces the surf.
When Senator Jones arrived the New York
Senator was just coming from his bath.
The greeting between the two gentlemen'

was cordial In the extreme. There cer¬
tainly was no Indication of a bolt in the
hearty way Hill shook hands. A Kentucky
Democrat here remarked:
What the Handshake Means.
"We go a great deal on a handshake

down In the blue grass country, and I will
bet a distillery right now, suh, that Hill
will support the ticket."
After Hill had changed his attire a pro¬

cession was formed on the piazza of the
Earie cottage and marched to the hotel
for diniier. Chairman Jones, upon the arm
of the New York statesman, led the way.
Then came Chairman Hinkley with Sec¬
retary Gardiner, while Mr. Stanchfield and
General Earle brought up the rear. The
procession caused quite a flutter among
those who crowded the hotel piazza. They
marched to a private dining room.
The | dinner table was beautifully dec¬

orated with flowers. Senator Hill took
the head of the table and Senator Jones

it upon his right. Chairman Hinkley
v>k's seated opposite Jones.
Tne dinner lasted two hours. No politics

were talked, but instead a great number
of good stories were told. Senator Hill's
created the most laughter.
After dinner the party retired to the

veranda of the cottage, and it was nearly
10 o'clock to-night when the party broke up.
Then Hill, Jones and Hinkley retired to
the former's apartments, where some big
politics were talked. The conference con¬
tinued until a late hour to-night.
The National Committee is greatly pleased

m !th the result of his talk. He appreciates
that the course Hill is pursuing and will
pursue is for the best interests of his
party. Hill believes that the New York
Democracy can at least elect their State
tic ket, but In ordef to succeed in this they
will have to go slow about Indorsements.

Gold Democrats' Convention.
It can be stated as a certainty that the

gold Democrats of New York will hold a
State Convention and nominate a State
ticket. This convention will be held pre¬
vious to the regular Democratic State Con¬
vention, and there is every reason to be¬
lieve that it will nominate Mr. Stanchfield
for Governor, Of course the regular con¬

vention will indorse Stanchfield, regardless
of any action It may take upon the national
ticket and platform.

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BLAND SAYS IT'S TOO HOT.

He Will Not Go to Lincoln, but Will Join
Bryan in Chicago.Altgeld's

Flying Visit.

Lincoln, Nob., Aug. 5..Instead of coming
to Lincoln to start with Mr. anil Mrs.
Bryan on their Eastern trip, Mr. and Mrs.
Richard P. Bland will join the party at
t hicago. It is Intensely hot here, and
Mr. Bland telegraphed to the nominee to¬
day that he thought he woul^ avoid the
long ride from his ioine to filncolu. lie
will be in Chicago, on Sunday night, when
the Bryan party arrives.
"I am very sorry," Mr. Bryan said, "that

Mr. Bland will not come to Lincoln. The
Democrats of the town were preparing to

give him a rousing reception. Still, 1
guess he's right in going straight to Chlca-
go. for this is not very comfortable weather
for travelling."
Mr. Bryan learned to-day that elaborate

preparations had been made In Pittsburg
to give him a reception. He is not very
enthusiastic over the idea of making
speeches on the way to New York.

"I want," he said to the Journal re¬

porter, "to avoid the subject of politics as

much as I can until after the notification
meeting. I think that Is not only due In
courtesy to the committee, but is also the
wisest course. However, when I meet with
receptions by the citizens of towns where
the train stops, I shall, if they desire it,
make a few Informal remarks."
Mrs. Bryan does most of her husband's

letter writing these days, taking charge of
nearly all hla correspondence. Beyond
clearing up their work they have made no

preparations for their trip. They will
travel unostentatiously, and look forward
with impatience to the many things that
lie between now and the hour of notifica¬
tion meeting.
Mr. Bryan had a few minutes' chat with

Governor John P. Altgeld, of Illinois, this
afternoon. Governor Altgeld and his wife,
who were on their way to Glenwood
Springs, Col., telegraphed to Mr. Bryan in
the morning that their train would stop
at Lincoln for ten minutes. A minute or

two after the train arrived Mr. and Mrs.
Bryan drove up to the station, and the
intervening time before the train's depart¬
ure was spe*nt in pleasant conversation on
the platform.

BOY KILLED BY A TRUCK.
Little Frank Seibert Fell Under the Heavy

Wheel and His Head Was
Crushed.

A truck used for the carting' of heavy
Iron pillars crushed out the yfe of nine-
year-old Frank Seibert, of No. 510 East
Twelfth street, in front of No. 400 East
Thirty-first street yesterday.
The truck was owned by Noah Chamber¬

lain, of No. 143 Lewis avenue, Brooklyn,
and was on Its way to that city in charge
of Driver Robert .Adams, of No. 343 East
Thirty-fifth street. As it was going through
Thirty-first street the lad made a grab for
a dangling chain, evidently with the inten¬
tion of stealing a ride. He missed his foot¬
ing and fell directly in front of the rear
wheel on the right side. The wheel passed
over Frank's head, crushing it into a pulp.
The driver did not know of what had oc¬

curred until hailed by a pedestrian, who
had witnessed the accident. Adams was ar¬
rested by Policeman McCabe and locked up
in the East Thirty-fifth Street Station. The
boy's body was removed to the home of his
father. Ernest Seibert, of No. 516 East
Twelfth street. Frank's mother is dead and
he had been stopping with a friend of the
family, a Mrs. Miller, who lives on First
avenue, between Thirtieth and Thirty-first
streets.

BANNER RAISING TROUBLES.

Authorities and Politicians Have Many, of
Which a Sample Is Given.

The raising of political banners has be¬
come a source of Irritation In the Depart¬
ment of Public Works. All political clubs
must secure the consent of property own¬

Recently the Loyal Republican Club, of
Harlem, received an Alderinanlc permit to
raise a flag at One Hundred and Twenty-
fifth street and Madison avenue, on two
poles. The owner of the property on one
side of the street went to Europe, and his
agent refused to give the required permis¬
sion. The other owner is out of town and
cannot return wntil October.
Deputy Commissioner Wilds decided to

issue a permit on the authority of the Al¬
dermen.

HANNA TO LEAVE TOWN TO-DAY.

The Negroes Still Anxious for Recognition
by Mr. McKioley's Manager.They

Flock to Headquarters in
Anxious Crowds.

Mr. McKlnley's manager will fold bis grip
and leave New York to-day. It may be in
the morning, or it may be in the evening,
but he has said he will go to-day, and he
has a railroad pass.
Mr. Piatt and Mr. Hanna are novV the

best of friends, and the exprdssman has
assumed absolute control of the campaign
in this State.
Yesterday morning J. Sloat Fassett, who'

will make a few speeches for Mr. Haiina's
syndicate and candidate, called and talked
to the Ohio man for some time. "When Mr.
Fassett came out of the inner room he
brought with him National Committeeman
Scott, of West Virginia, who is a member
of the Executive Committee. The pair
seemed happy and went downtown to Mr.
Piatt's office, where, just to show that an

era of good feeling exists, they* (or at least
Mr. Scofct), intimated that Mr. Hanna was

going away to-day and that lie would like,
before he went back to Cleveland, to gaze
.once more on the face of Mr. Piatt.

It was told to Mr. Piatt pleasantly and
with Mr. Scott's sweetest smile, while Mr.
Fassett, who has in the past been wicked
toward Mr. Piatt, stood by as though to
say, "I had a hand in this, Senator."

Pln-tt Glad to Call.
Mr. I'latt said that he had been contem¬

plating a call, and nothing but the press of
business had kept him from going before,
but he would now put aside all business
cares and drop in and see Mr. Hanna.
On his "tfay to headquarters he called at

the Fifth Avenue Hotel and invited
"Deacon" Hackett to go along, and the
pair called on Mr. Hanna.
A colored delegation was in the hallway

waiting to see Mr. Hanna and get recogni¬
tion before he went away.
"Yes, he's got recognition that's Piatt,"

said a Seventh avenue colored man, who
had drunk nearly all the water In the !<¦"
cooler.
"Yes, you bet he got recognition, or he

wouldn't get In line," said another, as he
turned the cooler nearly upside down and
took away the small piece of ice. "And if
we Hin't recognized as regular, why we
don't get into line, neither."
"Say, I'se bnstin' hot," said a little, fat

colored man, with big eyes. "This heah
man Hanna.say, who took all that ice
wutali?"
While the colored men continued to dis¬

cuss regularity, recognition and the
weather, Mr. Piatt, Mr. Hanna and Mr.
Hackett discussed the opening of the cam¬
paign. Mr. Hackett stated that he thought
it would be better to, wait until atter
August 25, the date of the Republican State
Convention, before having a big meeting,
and formally opening the campaign, un¬
less ex-President Harrison should signify
his intention of coming to New York at
an earlier date in response to the invitation
of the New York Republicans.

Mr. Piatt, who hadn't thought of this
before, was impressed with the idea. Mr.
Hanna also agreed, and it was declared to
wait until Piatt had knocked holes in
the Milholland crowd at* Saratoga before
the big meeting was held.

Talked of tlie Campaign.
Mr. Piatt called at 3:45 and remained for

thirty minutes. When he left he said he
had lust been having a chat with Mr. Han¬
na about the campaign. Mr. Hanna seemed
anxious to give out the facts in connectionwith the interview, and to assure every¬
body that Mr. Piatt's machine was the real
thing.
When Mr. Piatt left the headquarters the

colored citizens who had emptied all the
ice coolers in the place, desired to know
just how they were going to be recognized
and when. They were assured that they
would be recognized.
"Yes," said one, "we were recognized yes¬

terday, but when is it going to get official?"
They were Anally, by some method, made

to understand that they were to be recog¬
nized and left.

ROBERT FRASER IS DEAD.
The Actor, Minstrel and Playwrignt Suc¬

cumbs to Apoplexy in the New
Hospital. ,

Robert Fraser, the well-known minstrel,
actor and play writer, died at 7:30 o'clock
Tuesday night in the New York Hospital,
from apoplexy. He was first taken ill Sat¬
urday afternoon while visiting his brother
Leslie, at No. 324 Eighth avenue. He com¬

plained of a pain in his side and sat down
in a chair. A few minutes Iatqr he fell to
the floor paralyzed on the left side. He
was taken to the hospital, where the doc¬
tors said there were no hopes of his re¬

covery.
Fraser was fifty-four years old and was

born in Belfast, Ireland. He was known
as a ballad singer, but made his first ap¬
pearance as a minstrel,, in Philadelphia,
with Carncross & Dixie's Minstrels. While
there he painted the drop curtain and
scenery for the Arch Street Opera House.
Later he went into the "legitimate," and
for a time was understudy to George L.
Fox. the famous clown.* Fox became in¬
sane and for a few weeks the fact was
kept from the public, Fraser taking his
place with great success.
A few years ago Fraser stopped acting

and devoted himself to playwrlting. He
was co-author with William Gill of "Star¬
light," "Little Puck" and "Hendrick Hud-
^5ii." His last public appearance was in
this city a few weeks ago, when he created
the part of the Silent Marine in the revival
of "Pinafore" at the American Theatre.
When taken ill he was at work with Gill
on a play to be called "Such Is Life."
The funeral will be held to-morroW at

an undertaker's on Eighth avenue. It will
be strictly private.

HOT RACE FOR GOVERNOR.

Democratic State Convention Now in Session
in Missouri.

Jefferson City, Mo., Aug. 5..Fifteen hun¬
dred delegates, alternates and spectators
were assembled in the hall of the House of
Representatives when Chairman Sam B.
Cook called the State Democratic Conven¬
tion to order at a few minutes past noon to¬
day. James Gibson, of Kansas City, was

announced as the choice of the committee
for temporary chairman.
The address of Chairman Gibson was

extremely diplomatic and received applause
from the friends of all candidates. After
the appointment of the usual committees
the convention took a recess until 4 o'clock
this afternoon. 'The race for the nomina¬
tion of Governor is a hot one, and lies be¬
tween Lon Y. Stephens, Judge Gibson and
David A. Ball.

" Down " Bryan.

Denver, Col., Aug. 5..New York, Hosion
and other Eastern life Insurance companies,
whose officers are sending out campaign
literature to their policy holders, urging
them to vote for McKinley and t;) help
"down" Bryan and the silver movement,
will be dealt with severely by the Colorado
authorities.
The fact that several of the larger com¬

panies doing business In this State have
been furthering the interests of the Repub¬
lican national ticket in this way for some

time was brought to the attention of the
State Insurance Department over a week
ago. Investigations have been going on

sii.ce, and to-day C. C. Parks, Superintend¬
ent of Insurance, took decisive steps to
check the evil at once. Evidence of a a Im¬
portant nature has been secured against
several of the big life insurance companies,
and the concerns that have been doing mis¬
sionary work for McKinley in Color.ulo will
be declared insolvent and have their licenses
withdrawn.
The first case of the kind brought to Mr.

Parks's notice was that of a Michigan
company with headquarters in Detroit.
This concern sent out broadcast copies of
an interview from a Chicago paper con¬

taining a violent denunciation of the silver
cause, and called on its policy holders to
assist In preventing Bryan's election. The
company added that Democratic victory
would entail a hardship on insurance
patrons, advancing as a reason for it the
"53-cent dollar" charge. Several New Eng
land companies also forwarded literature
the principal argument contained therein
being that $2,000 and $1,000 policies would
be worth just half their face value If the
"50-cent dollar" won the day.
"I propose," said Superintendent Parks

to-day, "to stop this thing immediately in
this State, and to use all efforts to have
the authorities elsewhere do the same. The
laws here give the Superintendent power
to cancel the license of any insolvent com¬

pany. I shall hold that when a company
represents that policies will be worth fifty
per cent less than they are now in case of
Bryan's election it is sufficient cause for
me to drive all such concerns out of the
State, because they say practically that
they are insolvent when they claim that
policies will so depreciate in value."

It would give
me great pleasure to accept your invitation
and be present at the Bryan and Watson
ratification at the meeting at the Atlanta
Tabernacle on the night of Augus 6, and
regret very much that it will be impossible
for me to attend.
Our State Convention will be held next

week, and as State chairman every hour of

my time will be required in this State until
that time, when I will resign as State chair¬
man and at once o-pen headquarters to per¬
form my new duties as national chairman
of the People's party.
A number of Democrats in this State have

already declared for the ticket nominated
at St. Louis, namely, Bryan and Watson,
in preference to the ticket nominated at

To Make a Specific Declara¬
tion on the Political

Situation.
Members of His Cabinat Will

Give Advice Regarding the
Announcement.

Will Not Seethe President in a Body,
but Will Go to Gray Gables

Singly.
ONLY HOKE SMITH IS SNUBBED.

The Secretary of the Interior Not Asked foi
His Views Because He Has De¬

clared for the Chicago
Nominees.

Washington, Aug. 5..President Cleveland
Is expected to make public his views on

the political situation at an early day. How
he will lay his ideas before the people is
not known, but it ts expected that it will
Ik; by means of a letter.
Since the Chicago and St. Louis conven¬

tions Cleveland has not said a word about
the tickets or platforms.
There is one straw which Indicates hla

views, however, and that is his treatment
of the members of his Cabinet. Morton
and other Secretaries have expressed dis¬

approval of the Chicago platform and nom¬

inees. Morton Is even now planning to
head a bolters' ticket, and he and other
anti-Bryan Secietarles are still high in
favor with Cleveland.
Hoke Smith, who indorsed Bryan and

Sewall, has, it Is said, received a petty
snub at the hands of the President.

To Consult His Caliinet.
Cleveland will consult with members of

his Cabinet before he issues his manifesto
on political matters. The first persons
with whom he will confer are Secretaries
Olney and Carlisle. Olney is up in Massa¬
chusetts, and can get to Buzzard s Bay
without any trouble. Carlisle and his wife
will leave here Friday for Gray Gables,
where they will stay several days.
It is probable that the three leading

members of the Administration.Cleveland,
Olney and Carlisle.will settle the mattei
of Cleveland's announcement. They will,
without doubt, draw up the document, and
after that the President will show it to th«
other members of his Cabinet, except Hok«
Smith, and ask for their approval.

The decision of Secretary Carlisle to visit

the President was reached after consulta¬
tion with Senator Lindsay. The Kenutcky
Senator made a 'special trip to Washignton
for the purpose of discussing this matter
with his close personal and political friend.
After evading interviewers here, the Sena-<
tor returned to Kentucky and formally
stated that he would vote for Bryan.
